SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOL’S REPORT 


Toasthe School Board and Citizens of Warren: 

I am presenting a brief report of general school condi- 
tions. | 

My late election, and the subsequent extreme difficulties 
of traveling, have hindered to some extent the doing of the 
work that I expected to do in the schools of this union, work 
that a superintendent should do. It has been necessary to spend 
so much time on the road that visits at schools have been ne- 
cessarily short. 


3D 

Thus far my work has been largely that of setting ac- 
quainted with general school conditions, of putting good tools in 
the way of books and supplies in the hands of teachers, of 
checking up the daily programs and the work of the various 
grades in the different schools, of advising and assisting teach- 
ers in regard to problems that arise from time to time. Noth- 
ing revolutionary has been undertaken. Educational progress 
is of slow growth and while the yearly result may not be 
startling each year should see progress in the way of higher 
standards of scholarship, of better attendance, of better build- 
ings, of higher grade teachers and of general school efficiency. 

The text books in the Warren schools were in better con- 
_ dition than the average in the towns of this union but were, 
nevertheless, very deficient in the way of primary reading and 
history readers. Many new books have been bought but there 
is need of many more. 

The average monthly salary of teachers is $56.67 or $510 
per year. This is a very low wage for a girl who is entirely 
self-supporting, especially when we consider what is expected 
of her in the way of training and education and the time spent 
in obtaining them. Salaries will inevitably be higher next 
year as there is a serious shortage of teachers not only in 
New Hampshire but all over the United States. Commission- 
er Claxton reports that 20,000 schools are now closed in the 
United States becatise teachers could not be obtained and 
40,000 more schools have teachers of less than.a high school 
education. 

None of the Warren school buildings fully meet the mini- 
mum requirements of the State Board of Education and the 
State Board of Health. ‘The village building is very deficient 
in lighting. The East Warren building needs general repair. 
The Glencliff school building is in the worst condition of any 
building in town and needs a thorough remodeling. The, Ore 
Hill school building is in the best condition of any building in 
town but needs a little more window area and more black- 
boards. These conditions will have to be remedied as soon

as possible and a liberal appropriation should be made at the 
March meeting for this purpose. hue 
I find in Warren some capable teachers and pupils and a 
public sentiment which I believe is favorable to permanent — 
progress.
